NEW  YORK,  ‘ The  Empire  State,"  ranks  first  in 
the  Union  in  population,  wealth,  commerce  and 
internal  improvements. 

In  the  north  nnd  east,  the  surface  is  generally 
hilly  or  mountainous  ; in  tho  west,  level 

The  soil  in  some  parts  is  exceedingly  fertile. 
Tho  eastern  part  is  best  adapted  to  grazing  ; 
the  western  part,  to  grain. 

The  chief  vegetable  productions  aro  wheat,  In- 
dian corn,  grass,  rye,  oats,  buckwheat,  barley, 
potatoes  nnd  orchard  fruits. 

Great  quantities  of  butter,  cheese,  maple-sugar, 
honey,  beeswax  and  wool  aro  also  produced. 

New  York  is  unrivalled  in  tljo  value  of  its  live 
stock. 

The  mineral  productions  ore  iron,  lead,  gypsum 
and  limestone.  Salt  and  mineral  springs 
abound. 

Tho  principal  manufactures  nre  cotton  and 
woolen  goods,  leather,  machinery,  iron-waro, 
lumber,  flour  nnd  meal,  spirituous  and  malt 
liquors,  cabinet  furniture  and  salt. 

In  foreign  commerce  New  York  surpasses  every 
other  State  in  tho  Union.  A very  largo  tran- 
sit trade  is  carried  on  over  her  canals  nnd  rail- 
roads. Immense  quantities  of  produce  are  con- 
veyed to  tho  sen-bonrd  by  means  of  the  Great 
Lakes,  Erie  Canal  nnd  Hudson  River. 

The  exports  are  grain,  provisions,  lumber,  horses, 
cattle  and  manufactured  goods. 
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
